I960.  This  has  been  completed  on  the  general  lines  indicated  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 


The  Population  of  the  Area  has  increased  from  17,610  to  18,110  (500) 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  year  amounted 
to  iS^.V  (Figure  for  1959  was  166) 

Malignant  Disease,  Neoplasm  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  was  responsible 
for  6  Deaths  (2  in  1959) 


Regarding  Coronary  Disease  and  Angina  the  number  of  deaths  from  these 
causes  amounted  to  24.  (Figures  for  1959  -  28) 


There  were  no  cases  of  food,  poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 

The  year  i960  can  be  recorded  as  a  milestone  in  the  furtherance  of  sani¬ 
tary  conditions  within  the  Rural  District.  The  Council  in  actively  dis¬ 
charging  their  duties  as  the  Sanitary  Authority  has  further  extended  the 
main  drainage  link  to  parts  of  the  area  which  hitherto  had  not  been  able 
to  enjoy  this  very  necessary  service. 

In  this  year  some  5,388  yards  of  sewers  were  laid  and  232  properties 
connected  thereto. 


I  wash,  to  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
help  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  and  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Eastern  Areas  Supply  Scheme. 

The  Council  are  considering  an  alternative  scheme  whereby  a  supply 
of  water  to  this  area  could  be  made  available  from  the  Stafford  Borough 
main  now  being  laid  in  the  Fradswell  area  of  the  Stafford  Rural  District. 
Negotiations  have  been  opened  between  the  Stafford  Borough  Council  and  the 
Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board. 


Cocknage  Water  Supply  Scheme. 

The  Cockmge  water  main  was  laid  and  completed  early  in  the  year  and 
full  use  of  the  service  is  being  made  by  the  occupiers  of  the  County 
Council  Smallholdings. 

Aston  Water  Supply  Main  Extensions , 

An  urgent  request  for  a  supply  of  mains  water  to  serve  part  of  the 
village  of  Aston  was  considered  by  the  Council  and  approved.  The  extension 
was  completed  by  the  Staff ordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  in  June. 
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SEWERAGE • 
Barlaston  Parish. 


Within  the  parish  extension  sewers  were  laid  by  direct  labour  in  the 
following  areas:  across  Barlaston  Village  Green  and  in  Barlaston  Road, 
Blurtcn,  these  sewers  were  laid  to  serve  properties  not  already  con¬ 
nected  to  a  main  drainage  system  and  to  abate  nuisances  caused  by  flooding 
and  fouling  of  water  courses. 

Eccleshall  Parish. 

Off ley  Hay  &  Copmere  Sewerage  Schene. 

The  consideration  and  preparation  of  this  scheme  was  given  priority 
on  account  of  the  new  school  being  erected  at  Offley  Hay.  Approval  was 
was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  in  July  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £4,175.  Work  was  commenced  immediately  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year_good  progress  had  been  made. 

Fulford  Parish . 

Loir  Heath  &  Stallington  Sewerage  Scheme  Stage  II • 

An  application  to  commence  works  for  the  second  stage  of  this  schene 
by  direct  labour  for  the  sum  of  £8,361  18s.  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry 

of  Housing  &  Local  Government  for  approval.  Sanction  was  given  by  the 
Minister  and  work  commenced  in  April.  By  the  year’s  end  1,150  yards  of 
6t!  and  9!‘  diameter  sewers  had  been  laid  including  the  30  ft.  cutting 
through  rock  between  Golborn  Avenue  and  Hilder stone  Road. 

Saver ley  Green  Sewerage  Scheme. 

This  scheme  ms  completed  in  May,  I960  at  a  cost  of  £4,296  as  against 
the  estimated  figure  of  £4,750.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with 
house  connections  and  the  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  water  closets. 

Hilder stone  Parish . 

Hildorstone  Sewerage  Scheme. 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  drainage  of  Hilderstone  Village,  but 
submission  of  the  proposal  to  the  Minister  has  been  delayed  due  to  settle¬ 
ment  of  possible  road  improvement  works  which  would  affect  tho  layout 
of  the  scheme. 

Sand on  Parish. 

Sandon  Sewerage  Scheme. 

A  main  drainage  scheme  to  serve  the  village  of  Sandon  has  been  prepared 
and  a  site  for  the  disposal  works  has  been  agreed  upon  between  all  interested 
parties.  This  scheme  is  estimated  to  cost  £8,900. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  -  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL . 

Refuse  collection  in  the  district  is  still  being  carried  out  by  three 
refuse  vehicles  although  development  is  continuing  throughout  the  district. 
The  Council  operates  three  refuse  tips.  The  Council  undertake  also  the 
provision,  maintenance  and  cleansing  of  street  litter  baskets. 
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Night  Soil  Collection* 


The  Council  are  still  operating  two  night  soil  collection  vehicles  - 
one  is  used  mainly  for  cleansing  septic  tanks  and  small  sewage  disposal 
units.  The  number  of  properties  from  which  night  soil  is  collected  has 
decreased  considerably  due  to  extensive  main  drainage  schemes.

Notes  on  the  foregoing  table. 


It  will  be  noticed  that  the  numbers  killed  during  the  year  has  once 
again  increased.  This  in  the  main  is  due  to  the  increased  amount  of  neat 
which  is  exported  into  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent. 

Cysticcrcus  bo vis.  As  stated  in  the  table  localised  cysticercus  bovis  was 
found  in  6  beasts,  and  after  condemnation  of  the  affected  offals  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  carcases  and  offals  were  consigned  to  cold  storage  either 
at  Stafford  or  Stoke-on-Trent. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  of  part  condemnation  for  diseases  other 
than  tuberculosis  the  organ  affected  was  the  liver,  either  wholly  or  in 
part.  In  cattle  222  livers  were  concerned,  in  sheep  and  lambs  929  and  in 
pigs  13.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  de¬ 
creased  considerably.

Manufactured  Food. 

Five  butchers’  premises  are  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  sausage  and 
pressed  meat  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption  and  are  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  These  are  the  only  premises  registerable  under 
this  section. 
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Ice-Cream. 


During  the  year  5  shops  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice-cream,  making  a  total  of  35  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Ice  cream  was  on  sale  at  49  of  these  premises  only. 

Samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  "Season"  covering  the  six 
months  from  April  to  September  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  with  the  following  results.

N  o  formal  action  has  been  necessary  in  the  enforcement  of  those  bye¬ 
laws  but  attention  has  been  drawn  to  certain  irregularities,  which  have  been 
remedied. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955 • 

Inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  under  the  above  Regu¬ 
lations  and  generally  speaking  in  most  premises  a  fairly  high  standard 
was  found  to  exist.  In  cases  where  the  premises  did  not  come  up  to  the 
standard  required  occupants  were  informally  requested  to  carry  out  certain 
works .

SALS  OE  MILK. 

Milk  Production. 

Milk  production  at  Dairy  Farms  is  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  through  officers  of  the  County  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee. 


Distribution  of  Milk. 

The  Council  is  the  Registration  Authority  for  dairymen  other  than 
Dairy  Farmers  (Distributors)  and  for  dairies  other  than  dairy  farms:  i.e. 
non-producer  retailers  and  their  premises.  32  dairymen  or  shopkeepers 
have  been  registered  as  Distributors  within  the  Stone  Rural  District  as 
follows: 


a.  Operating  from  premises  within  the  District. ..... .17 

b.  Operating  from  premises  outside  the  District . 15 

The  Distributors  from  premises  in  the  Rural  District  either  operate 
from  farm  dairies  (shared  with  a  dairy  farmer)  which  are  registered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  or  since  they  obtain  their  milk  in 
bottles  unopened,  their  premises  are  not  registerable  as  dairies.  It 
should  be  noted  that  seven  of  these  distributors  are  shopkeepers  selling 
sterilised  milk  from  their  shops. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  some  dairy  farmers  retail  milk  in  the 
district  and  are  registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Special  Designations. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  .and  type  of  licences  issued  to 
distributors  and  producer  retailers  authorising  the  use  of  Special  Desig¬ 
nations  in  respect  of  milk.  Producer  retailers  are  licensed  only  in  respect 
of  milk  not  produced  from  their  herd,  which  is  sold  retail  by  them  under  a 
special  designation. 


Dealers  licences  are  issued  to  distributors  and  producer  retailers 
operating  from  premises  within  the  District  and  supplementary  licences  to 
those  operating  from  other  areas  subject  to  their  holding  Dealer's  licences 
from  the  appropriate  licensing  authority.

Bacteriological  Failures.  The  number  of  failures  is  slightly  higher  than  last 
year.  The  raw  milk  failures  are  investigated  by  the  Milk  Regulations 
Department  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  and  Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  milk  failures  by  the  Authorities  in  whose  area  the  milks  are 
processed. 


SHOPS  ACT.  1950. 

There  are  179  shops  carrying  on  trade  on  the  area,  and  during  the  year 
1S5  inspections  have  been  made.  Informal  requests  have  been  made  for 
notices  indicating  opening  tines  and  in  all  cases  these  have  been  provided. 

With  the  exception  of  powers  to  make  orders  suspending  or  altering 
general  closing  hours,  the  Staff orshire  County  Council  have  delegated 
by  agreement  all  their  powers  under  the  Act.
